Architecture. 

The Escurial. the palace of the Spun- 
Ih king, an architectural marvel, for¬ 
merly described as the “eighth wonder 
of the work!," is uow seldom spoken 
of even by those who are ready to go 
wild over much less pretentiouw struc¬ 
tures. The cornerstone of this “Spah- 
lab St. Peter's" was laid by Philip 11. 
in 1003. but It was 3ffc years (18Go) be 
fore the monstrous (buildiug was prr 
uotmeed finished.. It was built by Phil¬ 
ip in fulfillment of a vow to “erect tha ! 
finest monastery In the world” should I 
hla forces be successful In their great j 
tattle with the French. That battle 
was. fought at St. Quentin on Ang. 10, 
-1557. St. tawrence day. and in order ! 

6 honor that saint ns well as to fulfill i 
a vow the king had the roundatiou 
of bis great memorial laid off in the 
shape of a gridiron, the Implement « 
torture upon wfileh the goodly Law¬ 
rence Is reputed to have suffered mar- 

To those who have never visited the 
Escurial the f !ze of the gigantic strnc- | 
ture is beyond comprehension. It is 
740 feet from north to south aud Q80> j J 
feet from east to west, the square tow- j 
era at each corner rising to a height of 
over 200 fe«t. Within thi9 monstrous 
building are the king's palace, a cathe¬ 
dral, a monastery of 200 cells, two col¬ 
leges, three - chapter nooses, three li¬ 
brary buildings. five large balls, six 
dormitories, tliree' hospitals and over: 
8.000 other rooms. In order to make j 
St. Lawrence's gridiron complete, the 
building Is built In quadrangular form, 
with seventeen rows or ranges of mon¬ 
strous stone structures crossing o-.»ch 
other at right angles. these forming $ie | 
gridiron's eita the handle being! a 
wing 470 feet in length. The church. ! 
which is a part of this vast pile of t^n | 
eonry, 1* 30A feet long. 230 feet wide, j 
with a dome 330 feet In height. It; Is 
estimated that the building cost $5o. 
• 00 , 000 .
